County Seat Fight. 


At the hour of adjourning the 
morning session at 1 o’clock the sen- 
ate was debating another “capital- 
‘ removal” issue, a warm local fight be- 
tween rival Calhoun county towns to 
be designated as the county seat. 

“ The pending bill, which had 
passed the house, provides for remov- 
al of the county seat from Morgan 

_to Arlington, and the people of Cal- 
houn have indorsed the proposal by 
a two-thirds vote. Senator Sheffield, 
representative from the district em-: 
bracing Calhoun, is opposed to the 
change and made a bitter speech 
against it. Several senators joined in 
the debate for or against the bill. 

At the afternoon session the favor- 
able report of the committee was 
disagreed to by the vote of 24 to 18 
and Morg4n will remain the county 
seat. 

The senator from the third opened 
argument to remove the capital to 
Macon. He challenged the senate to 
submit the question to the “vote of the 
people. charging that the bill had 
been “pigeon-holed” from year to 
year by its opponents, who feared to 
let the voters epress their choice 
on the matter at the ballot box. 

Members, among them Senators 
Nix, Johns, Bellah, Manson, Snow 
and Campbell, replied, declaring that 
there is no sentiment in Georgia for 
capital removal, and charging that the 
bill was brought up for the purpose 
of killing time and blocking impor- 
tant pending legislation, including the :

In reply Commissioner Brown said 
that it was utterly impossible to con- 
duct thorough and efficient inspection 
of the large quantities of gasoline re- 
ceived in Atlanta, Savannah, Augusta 
and Macon with only one inspector 
for each city. He said that an aver- 
age of forty tank cars of gasoline a 
day come into Atlanta and that he 
bas appointed four inspectors for this 
city and two each for the other cities 
in order that the consuming public 
might be fully protected and receive 
the service fhe state is supposed to 
give. 

Replying to the charge that Abinor 
bought an inspectorship at Savannah 
for $1,134, he explained that F. O.

Briefly, the plan under considera- 
tion provides for the resumption of 
coal production by the:union miners 
who have been idle on strike since 
last April 1, under wage scales 

g that were in effect when the strike 
was called, and for the creation of 
an advisory commission of inquiry 
within the coal industry, the per- 
sonnel of the commission to be ap- 
proved by the president of the 
United States. 

The plan is essentially predicated 
upon the principle of arbitration, 
and its adoption by the conferees 
would naturally imply an obligation 
on the part both of the miners and 
the mine owners to abide by the 
findings of the proposed commis- 
sion. » 

It is understood that the leading 
spokesmen of both groups have ap- 
proved it, and for that reason the 
conference at Cleveland holds out 
more promise of a speedy termina- 
tion of the deadlock in the coal in- 
dustry than anything that has been 
done or suggested since the strike 
began. 

J. L. Lewis, president of the 
miners’ union, declared upon the 
eve of the conference that he was 
“of the opinion that this week will 
see the end of the bituminous coal 
controversy,” and the fact that the 
operators have agreed to,enter into 
negotiations upon the basis of the 
plan under consideration tends ma- 
terially to strengthen the ground 
for that opinion and to justify the 
hope of the general public that the 
resumption of coal production in 
union mines will soon be realized.

those who have been accustomed 
to consider and plan what they 
were pleased to term “adverttsing 
campaigns.” Seeking to impress 
the point that successful advertis- 
ing must be persistent and contin- 
uous, Mr. Detrich makes the fol- 
lowing interesting comment in a 
recent issue of Collier’s Weekly: 
There is no such thing as 
an “advertising campaign,’ un- 
less you want to admit there is 
such a thing as a “breathing 
campaign,” or a “bathing cam- 

*aign.” You can stop bathing 

and let the lungs rest, as 

Stephen Leacock once said, but 

more of you will soon be at rest 

than your lungs. Just so with 
advertising. It goes on all the 
time; your advertising or your 
competitor’s advertising. You 
can make a short, special drive 

in some one city if you are a 

manufacturer or a retailer, and 

you can cal] that a campaign. 

But the bread-and-butter adver- 

tising, which you do for a living, 

can’t be defined by any such 
limited word, 

It is evidently not Mr. Detrich’s 
purpose to decry specialized adver- 
tising effort which may be de- 
manded in the case of seasonable 
goods, or, for other considerations. 
He seeks, rather, to point out the 
fallacy that a “short, special drive” 
can produce anything like perma 
nent or lasting results. Manufac-. 
turers of nationally known and pop- 
ular articles have long since 
learned this, and their “campaigns,” 
if we may still use the word, are 
continuous. Some keep the quality 
idea persistently and briefly before 
the public, until the consumer be- 
comes, consciously or unconscious- 
ly, impressed. This, one writer has

In view of the fact that the repeal 
bill was first passed by the house and 
that the threatened veto of the gov- 
ernor was very adroitly used in the 
floor campaign for the income tax 
law, it is probable that the repeal 
forces in the senate will attempt a 
similar program, and endeavor to get 
that bill passed before the income tax 
bill is called, expecting, of course, the 
assistance of at least some of the in- 
come tax advocates. 

In that event the income tax forces 
can use the same method successfully 
worked in the house—that is to hold 
a threatened veto of the repeal bill 


above the heads of the repeal forces in { 


order to force a passage of*the income 
tax bill. 

This seems to be the program, as 
it was worked in the house, and in 
the meantime the whole tax muddle 
will be thrown into the whirlpool of 


state politics, and necessarily become | 


the paramount issue in the pending 
gubernatorial campaign. 

The amended income tax bill—far 
different from the bill as proposed— 
will. be stubbornly fought when it 
goes before the people for ratifica- 
tion, even should the senate pass it, 
which is by no means certain. 

The original bill, which authorized 
a reduction of only one mill in the 
property tax and imposed a general 3 
per cent net income tax in addition, 


was absolutely unthinkable; and the’ 


house very wisely modified this pro- 
posal for double taxation by providing 
that any property tax shall be sub- 
tracted from any income tax where 
an individual, firm or corporation 
shall be required to pay both. 

There will be an effort in the sen- 
ate to so amend that any and all prop- 
erties returned for taxes shall not be 


subject to an income tax.

Should be made the bed-rock of a tax 
System, or’a property or ad valorem 
tax should be made the bed-rock—and 
that the two cannot be satisfactorily 
blended in one tax system.

Alabama tried an ad 
valorem plus an income tax, and the 
income from the latter did not pay the 
expense of administering it. South 
Carolina did the’ same _ thing. It 
has been fotind that a tax system to 
be satisfa¢tory must be founded upon 
either one or the other principles. 

There are many good arguments 
in favor of a personal income tax as 
the bersioalt ot a revenue’ system. 
New York state is a fitting illustra- 
tion of its success. North Carolina 
illustrates its success.

There is no. doubt of the unpopu-

The fault is not with Commissioner

' upon to do so. The county boards 
of equalizers do that and one county 
board can make an assessment at a 
certain percentage valuation and an 
abutting county can make it at an- 
other. Hence, the charge, and very 
rightfully so, that there are inequal- 
ities in the assessments.

IGNORANCE IS FATAL. 

In the vacation season, every sum- 
mer, year after year, be it said to the 
shame of our boasted popular ‘“educa- 
tion,” precious lives are sacrificed be- 
cause the bystanders in an emergency 
are ignorant and powerless to apply 
the simplest first aid at the moment 
when life hinges on intelligent ac- 
tion. Many a child is rescued from 
the water after only a brief submer- 


sion and then cruelly permitted to die 
because the rescuer or bystander can- 
not render effective first aid. ‘his 
is, indeed, a terrible thing to con- 
template. 

‘very man and woman who enters 
Fi stm a to swim or play should be 
required by law, under police and 
health department surveillance, to 
show that he or she is competent to 
apply artificial respiration for the 
resuscitation of the drowned or as- 
phrxiated. And every visitor to a 
bathing or swimming place, every on- 
looker, could add to the world’s bap- 
piness if his or her formal evidence 
of fitness to serve in such emergency 
could be sbown. It is regrettable 
that Boy Scouts and Girl Scouts, and 
a few policemen and firemen alone 
should be capable of acting intelli- 
gently in the resuscitation of the vic- 
tim of drowning. Anybody who pre- 
tends to love children should learn 
how to apply artificial respiration in 
@he most effective known way, and 
that is the way any Boy Scout or 
Girl Scovt can teach. The prone 
pressure or Schafer method is the sim- 
plest and best of all known methods, 
better than any apparatus, and 1s 
thus described by Schafer himself: 

“It consists in laying the subject 
in the prone posture” (which means 
on his belly) “preferably on the 
ground, with a thick folded garment 
underneath the chest and epigastri- 
um” (which means the middle of the 
body). The operator. puts himself 
athwart or at the side of the subject. 
facing his head, and _ places his 
hands on either side over the low- 
er part of the back (lowest ribs). He 
then slowly throws the weight of his 
body forward to bear upon his own 
arms, and thus presses upon thorax 
of the subject and forces air out of 
the lungs. This being effected, he 
gradually relaxes the pressure’ by 
bringing his own body up again to a 
more erect position, but without mov- 
ing the hands.” 

These movements are repeated reg- 
ularly at the rate of 15 times a min- 
ute and without interruption for at 
least half an hour before giving up. 

No description of the method ean 
compare with an actual demonstration 
on a volunteer subject, and only by 
actual performance of the method upon 
a volunteer can one become quali- 
fied to apply it. 

The folded garment underneath the 
body is not essential. 

The subject’s head is turned to 
either side, so that the face shall not 
be upon the ground. 

Any water in .the chest will draip 
from the meuth with the subject in 
this posture. Only an imbecile will 
think of “rolling a drowning person 
on a barrel.” 

The special importance of this meth- 
od.is that it is always instantly avail- 
able and will save life while waiting 
even a few minutes for the arrival of 
any apparatus may prove fatal. 

The individual not competent to 
apply artificial respiration in an emer- 
gency shoulders a responsibility which 
may cost the life of one dear to him.

One of the most important parts of the modern radio set is the, 


vacuum tube, which is employed both in transmitting and receiving. 
It consists essentially of a highly evacuated glass tube in which are in- 
serted three elements known as the plate, grid and filament. 

The diagram shows the general construction of a typical vacuum; and Piano Numbers by

There are four wires. brought 
through the glass at the base of the 
tube, two for the filament and one 
each for the plate and grid. The 
tube itself is sealed into a cylin- 
drical metal base of standard size 
on the lower end of which are 
mounted four prongs or contacts 
electrically connected to the four 
wires mentioned above. A pin pro- 
jecting from the side of the tube 
at a certain place assures the in- 
sertion of the tube into the tube 
socket in such a way as to have the 
prongs make contact with the 
proper contact fingers of the 
socket. 

Transmitting tubes are often 
made with different size bases or 


the pin in such a position that 
transmitting tube sockets ¢an not 
be used for receiving tubes, there- 
by preventing accidental damage’ 
to the tubes. 

The diagram above is that of a re- 
ceiving tube for detection purposes. 
The degree of vacuum in receiving 
tubes affects the, plate voltage re- 
quired for satislactory operation 
of the tube, the tubes with higher 
vacuums requiring the greater 
voltages.

’ QUESTIONS 


Radio Editor: IL have several two- 
circuit jacks, but do not know just 
how to connect them into the circuit. 
What are the four prongs for, and to 
what are they connected? Can I use 
these jacks to control my gilaments? 

Connect the upper prong to the 

plate of your tube, and the lower 
prong to the positive side of your 
B battery. The two middle 
prongs are connected to the pri- 
mary of your amplifying trans- 
former. Jacks of this type can- 
not be used for filament control. 
Any way, it is more desirable in 
many instances to turn off the 
filament rheostats when the 
tubes are not in use, as filament 
control jacks complicate the cir- 
cuit to such an extent that they 
sometimes lower its efficiency. 

Radio Editor: I have a DeForest 
Radiohome outfit with one tube. 
What do I need to connect it to a 
loud speaker or horn, a one or a two- 
step amplifier? Would I need more 
batteries? I have a six-volt storage 
battery, and a 22-volt dry battery.

waves beyond the bar. Every paddle 
ceased at its work, and the boats 
lay tossing on the incoming waves.

Soon the largest flag left to Lewis 


and Clark floated bv the side of a 


fire on the wet beach on the north 
shore of the Columbia. It was now 
December of the year 1805. Fort 
Clatsop, as they called their new 
stockade, was soon in process of erec- 
tion. While some worked, others 
hunted. More than one hundred elk 
and many deer were killed. And 
having nothing better. they now set 
to work to tan the hides of elk and 
deer, and to make new clothing. As 
wd civilized equipment, they had little 
eft.

“We must take no 
chances of the results of our explo- 
ration not reaching Washington.

So now, between them, they formu- 
lated that famous announcement to 
the world, which, one year after their 
safe arrival home overland, the ships 
brought around by Cape Horn, to 
advise the world that a transcanti- 
nental path had been blazed.

Charges that he had released the 
negro whe shot dnd fatally wounded 
Floyd A. Smith, 60, of 344 Ormond 


i street. Saturday afternoon were Tues- 
| day afternoon branded as false by 


Special Officer W. D. Scott, of the 
Georgia railroad, who stated that At- 
Slappey was either mis- 
led by someone, or deliberately and 
wilfully misrepresented the facts -him- |’ 
self. 

Officer Scott states that no negro, 
nor any one else, had been pointed 
out to him by any one as the man 
who shot Mr. Smith, and claims that 
the negro, Sam Booker, a striker, was 
arrested by him for shooting a negro 
strikebreaker, Allen Pierce, on Edge- 
wood avenue. 

When arrested on Cornelia street, 
about one block from Edgewood ave- 
nue, the Booker negro was in pur 
suit of the two other negroes, Collier 
White and Lonnie Joe, whom he was 
threatening with his pistol, Officer 
Scott stated. The two pursued ne- 
groes appealed to Officer Scott to ar- 
rest Booker, he states, claiming he 
had shot a man on Edgewood ave- 
nue, 

The investigation by Officer Scott, 
after arresting Booker, showed that 
he had first attacked four negroes— 
Allen Pierce, the wounded man; Mor- 
rison Richardson, Collier White and 
Lonnie Joe, with his gun on Edge- 
wood avenue. After Pierce was 
wounded, Richardson made his escape 
in a different direction from that tak- 
en by Collier. White and Lonnie Joe, 
who ran toward Decatur street out 
Cornelia street. Booker was _ pur- 
suing them when _- arrested, it is 
claimed. i 

When arrested Booker had a .32 
Colts uutumaue pisivi in lis pocket, 
Utficer Scott stated. tle threw it 
several feet from where be was 
standing when Mr. Scott asked him 
if he bad a gun, it is claimed. 

booker is a turmer empivyee of the 
Georgia railroad. He is out on a 
steike with other members of the ma- 
chimist heipers’ umon. ‘he fuur ne- 
giges Oitiger Scott eharges him with 
u ‘king, one of whom was wounded, 
are working for the railroad. 

Ofticer Scott was emplatic in stat- 
ing that he knew absviutely nothing 
olf the circumstances surrounding the 
shooting of Mr. Smith, and did not 
find it out until his arrival at the 
police station with the negro Booker.

Mr. Smith, who was a striking em- 
ployee of the Georgia railroad, was 
fatally wounded last Saturday aft- 
ernoon at Edgewood avenue and Wad- 
dell street during a shooting affray in 
which, police were told) at least five 
negroes participated. He was shot 
twice in the abdomen, dying early 
Monday morning in the Grady hos- 
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pital from his wounds, 

Booker was arrested at least four 
blocks from the place where Mr. 
Smith was shot—three blocks farther 
west down Edgewood avenue and one 
block farther on Cornelia street, 

Attorney os ad charged that 
Booker arrested a wounded negro, 
“Slim,” and was holding him when 
Officer Scott arrived, informing the 
officer that “Slim” shot Mr. Smith. 
He further stated that “Slim” was 
released and Booker held by the of- 


ficer. 

The body of Mr. Smith will be 
laid to rest in Greenwood cemetery 
Wednesday morning, following fun- 
eral services to be held at the chapel 
of Harry G. Poole at 19 o'clock.

Favorable July Weather

Washington, August 8&—Bumper 
crops in-general this year resulting 
from highly favorable growing con- 
ditions during July were indicated 
by the government's August crop re- 
port issued today. 

A three billion bushel corn crop 
for the fourth time In the history of 
farming in the United States was 
forecast., 

A anaed crop of hay, estimated at 
93,100,000 tons, is being harvested, 
surpassing the record of 1919 by de 
300,000 tons. 

The second largest crop of white 
potatees ever grown Was reported in 
prospect, the total, production being 
forecast at 440,000,000 bushels, or 
two million bushels less than the rec- 
ord crop of 1917, 

Sweet potato production will prob- 
ably make another record, according 
to the forecast which equals the rec- 

ord crop of 1920. 

The fourth largest crop of tobacco 
grown is forecast, with a production

Automobile Stock Off. 


Automobile stocks sold off with the 
rest of the market today. In addition 
to being helped along by technical 
conditions, the decline has ‘been pre- 
cipitated by the fact that the sea- 
sonal falling off in demand is now be- 
ing experienced. 

In spite of the current decline, trade 
interests report that business in the 
second half of the year will be the 
largest witnessed in the industry for 
all. time. In view of this, quarters 
which specialize in motor stocks are 
favoring this group at current prices 
based upon their income yield, which 
in some stocks amounts to about 10 
per cent.

Market Reaction Causes

ket caused a general unsettlement of 
prices, but the undertone was strong 
and most losses were of a fractional 


nature. Inability of pools to attract 
an outside following at the higher 
levels, combined with profit taking 
and a weakened technical position, 
encouraged the “‘bear” attacks which 
were directed principally against the 
motors, oils and shippings. 

Favorable overnight developments 
regarding the coal ¢trike imparted 
early strength, especially to the stétks 
of.coal companies and coal carrying 
railroads, but irregularity developed 
underd heavy selling pressure in later 
dealings. 

Seveal new highs for the year were 
recorded on the upward movements, 
notably by Omaha, Chicago and 
Northwestern, Pere Marquette and 
Lackawanna railroads, Corn Products, 


‘May Department Stores and Detroit 


Edison. 
Weakness of shipping shares was 
ascribed to reports of a virtual aban- 


donment of the ship subsidy bill, 
American International corporation 
dropping 3 points and Marine prefer- 
red about a point. Chandler and Stu- 
debaker also sold off on the assump- 
tion that they had lost their specula- 
tive flavor. 


Mexican Petroleum fluctuated with 
a range of nearly 9 points, closing 
at a net loss of 6 for the day.

_A special grand jury today began an 
‘investigation of the recent lynching of 
John “Cocky” Glover, slayer of Dep-

In hie charge to the grand jury 
Judge Henry A. Matthews, of the 
Macon circuit, scored mob rule and 
raised the issue as to whether the 
courts or the mob shall dominate. 

“There has been too much trifling 
with this subject in this state and 
country at large,” the court stated. 
“Some men not criminals, not mur- 
derers actually or potentially, will 
speak of lynchings as evils, but as 
evils impossible to prevent under 
g@ome circumstances, as necessary: in- 
cidents of the conditions in which 
we live. Nothing could be more mis- 
chievous than this attitude, and the 
only attitude for a good and patriotic 
man is that of abhorrence and active, 
everlasting opposition to outrages on 
the law in all cases of whitecapping 
and murderous lynchings.” 

Judge Matthews told the grand ju- 
rors there would be no limit to the 
time allotted them for their inves- 
tigation, and he urged the jury not 
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duct of his office in connection witb 
the lynehing be investigated. 

It is not believed the grand jury 
will be ready to submit its findings 
before Friday. At the completion of 
the first session Solicitor Charles H.
